Professor Shaw, who is as well known 
to experts in Western Canada as to 
those in the northwestern states, haa 
been engaged in work under the di- 
rection of the Great Northern Rail- 
way. To the Bulletin this morning 
he explained that the undertaking 
which he bad in hand was the éoly- 
ing of the problem of the preserva- 
tion of the fertility of the soil of the 
northwestern States, a problem which 
is of as great interest to the Great 
Northern Railway as it is to the far- 
mers of the state. 

“It would astound you if I were to 
tell you what the state of North Da- 
o}a alone loses each year in fer- 
tillty. I have made the most carefal 
estimates on this subject and the 
showing is almost appalling. The 
same thing is true of the farm lands 
of Western Canada, the conditions 
in the two countries being identical. 
Ne country can continue indefinitely 
to ship out its fertility. The end 
must come dt last. The lands of the 
Canadian west, like the lands of the 
American northwest, show a most re- 
markable fertility, and it is a*tonish- 
ing what the yield has continued 
under the circumstances. The yield 
of wheat must continue to fall, as 
it is falling in the Dakotas and 
Minnesota,”

Celestine Goussard to Be Consecrated 
at St. Boriface Next Week—Bish- 
op Will Then Proceed to Plonary 
Council in Quebec, Which $s 
on September 18th—Northern Mis- 
sions in Good Condition.

Few men of the Roman Catholic 
priesthood in the Canadian West have 
had a longer period of continuous and 
efficient service than Bishop» Grouard 
of Athabasca. Coming to the norta 
country from France when still a 
young man, he took up the work of 
the church as a priest and for forty 
seven years has devpted his life 10 
the Roman Catholic missions in the 
north. As o reward for meritorious 
work, he gradually rose in the ranks 
and for many years.was Bishop of 
Athabasca and the Mackenzie River, 
which ineluded the Yukon and Alas- 
ka. Six years ago he was relieved of 
the more northerly territory by the 
appointment of Bishop Braynat for 
the Mackenzie River. 

‘eeling the weight of advancing 
years, Bishop Grouard is shortly to 
be relieved of his more onerous duties 
by the appointment of Celestine 
Goussard, Bishop of Areadiopolis, as 
his co-adjutor. The bishop and his 

— future assistant left for Winnipeg 
over the C.N.R. Thursday evening 
where ut Sf. Boniface Father Gous- 
said ig to be consecrated to his new 
dpties. From Winnipeg they will zo 
to Quechee to attend the plenary coun- 
cil which opens on September 19th. 
This will be a conference of all the 
Roman Catholic Bishops of Capsts, 
of whom there are over fifty in all. 

Returiied From Rome. 

Bishop Grouard has done a great 
Mea) ot travelling during the past 
year. Last January he returned from 
a trip to Burope--where he attended 
the Eucharist congress which met in 
London in the month of September. 
From London he visited, his relations, 
in France and then proceeded to 
Rome to see His Holiness the Pope, 
und to be present at the election of 
the Superior General to the order of 
ohlates. While at Rome he request- 
ed that his hands be strengthened ‘n 
Athabasca by the appointment of a 
go-adjutor which request was granted, 

Five Months in the North. 

In the month of March following 
his old country tour, the Bishop set 
out on a five months trip to the mis- 
sions in the north. From this ecclesi- 
astical visit he has recently returned, 
in conipany with Father Goussard 
and Fallieres, after a trip of ever 
1,600 miles along the trails and water- 
ways which he knows so well, 

“T left Edmonton when the snow 
was still on the ground,” osaid, the 
Bishp, ‘and went to Athabasca pXna- 
ing. , Here tho journey commenced 
which took in all the missions in the 
Lesser Slave Lake, Grand Prairie, 
Peace River, Fort Vermilion, Fort 
Shipewyan, and Fort Sinith  settle- 
ments. At Lesser Slave River we 
have a large mission and a convent 
which haw one hundred and filly 
students in attendance, At Spirit 
River the mission had the misfortune 
to be burned last winter and the 
work of rebuilding is now in progress. 
At Peace River Crossing and Fort 
Vermilion the settlements are doing 
well and are having a very success- 
ful harvest. The past winter has beea 
severe in the north but all the «uis- 
tricts will have very well recovered 


when the winter season again ap- 
proaches, * 
STRATHCONWS. IN NEW YORK. 


Canadian High Commissioner Sub- 
mits to an Interview. 


New York, August 20.—Lord Srath- 
cona was a passenger on the steamer 
Mauratania, which arrived at New 
York today. ‘I am particularly in- 
terested in, the tremendous strides of 
develoupment which is being made 
by the Northern Pacifie,”” said Lord 
Strathcona, discussing railroad mat- 
ters.

AGRICULTURAL EXPERTS 
SEE CROPS OF DISTRICT 


(Continued from Page One.)

The Remedy. 

“During the past few years I have 
been engaged in inducing the farm- 
ers of the state to grow crops whic 
have not been previously grown, 
chiefly fall ‘wheat, clover and alfal- 
fa.’ As a result of this work, three 
hundred farmers in vatious; parts of 
Dakota and Minnesota are now plant- 
ing fall wheat. My request is that 
each individual farmer ld sow one 
acre, I have sta at I would 
not accept responsiblity for the loss 
of any crop beyond ome acre, but 
there are farmers,in the state who 
are sowing « hundred acres. The 
advantages of raising fall wheat are 
numerous, If it gets through the 
winter, the danger of losa is very 
slight. The yield is larger, and the 
crop matures at a different time. so 
that the farmer can harvest it with- 
out extra help. 

“We are aiso making tests in con- 
nection with se growth of clover and 
alfalfa. Farmers have been operat- 
ing for many years in the Dakotas, 
and still no one knows now whether 
these crops can be successfuly grown 
in the state. Careful tests have 
been_made ut the various experimen- 
tal stations, but we expect to secure 
information in the next few years 
from the tests of tlie farmere which 
will indicate more clearly just what 
we can expect in connection with the 
growing of clover. ‘The advantage 
of the growing of clover is that it 
enriches the soil and provides for- 
age. It is computed that clover in 
one crop puts into the soil enough 
nitrogen and humus for three crops 
of wheat, 

“We are also seeking to induce the 
farmers of the northwestern states to 
cultivate the Canadian field pea, 
The plan which I, am suggesting is 
that the crop should be harvested by 
hog®. This method could not be 
adopted in Ontario, but it is possible 
in the Dakotas and in Western 
Canada. <A crop of peas would pay 
the farmer ag well as a good crop 
of wheat, the expense of harvesting 
would be saved and the soil would be 
enriched.” 

Inland Waterways. 
Herbert Quick, of Springfield, Ohio, 


editor, of the Farm and _ Pireside, 
is another of the party, whose 
visit is of especial interest Mr. 


Quick jis an dbeply interested in 
the impcrtant subject of the Ameri- 
ean inland waterways. In a series 
of articles contributed to Putnam's 
Magazine, he diseyased the subject 
fully. To the Bulletin this mormng 
he spok* of the value of such water- 
ways, and gave much information re- 
garding the use made of them in 
European Countribs. Low grade 
tréight breake the back of the rail- 
way companies, he said, ahd yields 
little profit. In the interior of the 
United States, railways have not 
been able to keep pace with the ex- 
pansion of business, and they never 
will be able to handle the business 
as cheaply as it ought to be handled.

United States in 19C6 of nearly 33,- 
000,000, males formed leas than half of 
the total. Of the total chureh mem. 
bership ceparted by the various re 
ligious jes and classed by sex 
43.1 per cent. were males and 56.9 

r cent, were females. Among the 

rotestants the difference wag great- 
er, 39.3 per cent, being males, while 
in the Roman Catholic Chureh the 
males formed 49.3 per cent. of the 
total membership. Fewer males 
than females were found among the 
Latter Day~ Saints, the Lutherans, 
Disciples, Methodist, Baptists, Pres- 
rotestant Episcopal- 
ans, the percentage of male members 
ecreasing in the order shown and 
there being but 35.56 per cent. males 
among the Episcopalians. Among 
the Christian Scientists only 26.7 
were male, and of the Shakers only 
21.3 per cent., but in the Greek Or

Other salient features of the report 
show that there are a billion and a 
quarter dollars invested in church 
edifices and that every day eight new 
churches send their spires skyward. 


Third of Population Church Members 


Of the total estimated population of 
continental United States in 1906, 
the church members formed 99.1 per 
cent., as against 32.7 per cent. for 
1800. Of this 6.4 per cent. increase 
the Roman Catholic Church ere- 
dited with4.4 per cent and the Pro- 
testant churches with 1.8, the — re- 
mainder being divided among all 
other denominatiofs. The total 
church membership for 1906 was 32,- 
936,446, of which number the Protest 
wnts were ¢eredited with 0,287,742, 
and the Roman Catholics with | 12,- 
079,142. Of the Protestant bodies the 
Methodists numbered 5,749,838, — the 
Baptists 6,662,234, the Lutherans %,- 
112.494, the Presbyterians 1,830,655 
and the Disciples or Christians J,- 
142,359. The rate of increase shown
